] have furnifhed myfelf with fome 
curious Adverfaria, not unwor- 
thy of an Author of my folemn 
Character, who fets out to en- 
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tertain the World with ingenious 
and fplendid Obfervations. A- 
mong a large Variety, which 
I have in my Poffeflion of this 
kind, and have with uncommon 
Labour colleéted, I have fome 
very choice genealogical Remains, 
which, by their Singularity, I 
fhould guefs to be no lefs than 
the Work of the moift elaborate 
Mr. Thomas Hearne, the confum- 
mate Author of the Antiquities 
of York, the Defderata Curiofa, 
or fome or other of our moft 
learned Axntiquarians. ‘The Ar- 
ticle of the Family of the Capuwts 
is very curious. ‘* ‘This antient 
‘* Family (/ays my anonymous Au- 
) is lineally defcended 
** from the famous Hugh Caput, 
“© or Hugo Caput, and has fpread 
“* itfelf into moft of the Families 
* of Europe. ‘They married with 
“‘the Head-Strongs, or Giddy- 
‘* Heads, very numerous of the 
‘* Female-fide, from whom came 
«© the Race of the Mortuum Ca- 
‘© puts, call’d otherwife the 
DeadeHeads, or Dull Heads ; 
“©a Family, that has afforded 
‘more Authors, and Men of 
‘‘Note, among the Clafs of 
Commentators efpecially, than 
any other whatfoever. The 
Sap-Scullsare ayounger Branch 
‘* from thefe, who foon too be- 
‘“ came exceeding numerous all 
“over Europe ; infomuch, that 
«‘ for thefe many Centuries, the 
«* moft confiderable Places in the 
Cabinet, the Senate, and the 
<< Army, as well as at the Bar, 
and in the Univeriities, has 
—® been filled in feveral Countries, 
« with few (comparatively) be- 
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‘ fides them. Nay, it is thought 
** feveral foreign Princes, befides 
the memorable Charles of Save- 
“** den, have been derived from 
“* that Houfe.” [Here to my ir- 
reparable Lofs and Grief, fome 
Rat, or Vandal Animal, has run 
away with a moft valuable Part 
of my Author ; but I fall fupply 
this Vacuum with fome {mall Ad- 
denda of my own, upon the laft 
recited Head, which is] 
That the pretended Perfon, who 
fo lately made an Attempt in 
this Kingdom upon our Rights 
and Liberties, was originally a 
- - - -Sap Scull; tho’ his Fa- 
ther, as well as alfo his Grand- 
father, was a Logger. Head. From 
thefe, in a right Line, the Hots 
Heads [ here again another un- 
lucky Chafn has happened by the 
Lxpungation of fome adventitious 
Macule, but by fome unobliterat- 
ed Letters, the Author feems to 
intimate, that the Hot-Heads 
have been moft of them Androgyni, 
or Jacobites, } 

[2 have another Interpolation 
in this Place. |] It is of the fa- 
mous Dr. ‘Jonathan Swift, which 
I would mention to his Honour, 
who (tho’ no way related in the 
leaft to the illuftrious Sap-Scull 
Houfe) has been fo generoufly 
compaflionate, as, by his Will, 
to provide towards the eredting 
an Hofpital for maintaining the 
indigent younger Brothers of it. 

But I have no Conveniency 
here to purfue my Account of 
this voluminous Author. I fhall 
therefore proceed to a Specimen

‘¢ ral minute Animals, or as I 
“* fhall here call them Pedicula, of 
the Lycanthropia or Woif-kind, 
faftning on, and devouring 
“him as their Preda ; which 
the more admired (/ays he ) 
*¢ as I have not met with thefe 
** Peatcula taken notice of in 
microfcopical Writer ; 
‘* from whence (continues he) I 
‘* gathered this Obfervation, that 
Lice are very fubject to be 
* loufy ; or, inother Words, a 
“ Loufe is but a loufy Animal.” 
My Readers will perceive this is 
a very valuable Improvement in 
natural Knowledge, and may af- 
ford the Virtuo/t a new and in- 
exhauttible Fund for future En- 
quiries, I would not have been 
deprived of thts illucidating Frag- 
ment; for the entire Works of 
Leewenhoeck. 

I have alfo feveral Anecdotes, 
and fecret Hiftories of Intrigues 
and Gallantry,that are not indeed 
much to the Reputation of the 
Fair-Sex, but as they may pleafe 
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fome People, I fhall venture to 
give the full Recital of one of 
them ; in which I will endeavour 
not to be too tedious. Lady — 
[4y, here again too the Name is 
avorn out of my Paper] was fuf- 
pected of too great an Intimacy 
with Lord ———= [ I cannot make 
out the Name] — they were dif- 
covered attually engaged in — 
[ Mack! alack! here the Paper 
has been quite ruined with wrap- 
ping up of Seweet-meats | and I can 
pofitively proceed no further. 


But my moft favourite Piece 
of Hiftory, of which I think I 


have the only Copy that is‘left - 


extant, is that which is fo pro- 
verbially talked of, but which I 


never could yet fee till now in | 


any Author, I mean the celee 
brated Story of the Cack and the 
Bull, My Editor has it in the 
Form of a Letter, which I fup- 
pofe might be intended to affitt 
fome Writer of Memoirs, or 
Spectators like myfelf, whofe 
Works are at this time forgotten. 
The Stile is very laconick and 
clear, confidering the great Va- 
riety of Matter; and is as fol- 
lows : 

Sir, 

Send you, as promifed, the 

Story of a Cock and a Bull, 
which there is hardly any Wri- 
ter of Hiftory, but has attempted 
in fome Part or other of his 
Work , though in a manner 


different from mine. You muft 
know, dear Mr. 
my Eyes are bad, which 


makes me apt to be very 
thick of hearing. As for To- 
bacco, it is one of the beft things 
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jn the World for the Scurvy. 
Rachel is very much inclined to 
be jealous; tho’ I do not read, 
that there were ever any Bridges 
in England, till after the Reign 
of William the Conqueror, Me- 
thinks, I fmell a Noife : but it 
will be wonderful after all, if the 


‘Cam of Tartary fhould come to 


be made the Lord Lieutenant of 
Ireland. have nothing to fay ; 
therefore fhall add a little more. 


But, depend upon it, there are 


but few of the Opinion, that 
Bell and the Dragon were Su- 
fannab and the two Elders. As 
I cannot read, I fhall conclude 
for a Beginning with writing my- 
felf, 
Mof illiterate Sir, 
Your pernicious Friend 
and inveterate Cors/pondent, 
PUFF PISTOL. 
This Purr (/ays my Annota- 
tor on this remarkable Stoiy) was 
the Son of Axztient Pistot, fo 
celebrated in Shakefpear ; and 
feems to be every way as great 
a Maller, as his Father in the 


true Pifchan Stile. He adds, 


this fhould not have been called 
the Story of a Cock and a Bull, 
but the Legend of Tom of Bea- 
dam; tho’ he allows, there area 
great many fuch Cock end Bull 


riters of Hiftory, as Mr. Puf# 


complains of ; and I muft ob- 
ferve, I have remarked the fame 
thing myfelf, efpecially in fome 
of the late very modern Writers 
of the Hiftory of my own Coun- 
try.

Several furprifing Relations of 
two extraordinary Vifonaries 
hitherto unknown (but to very 
Jew of the Learned) in Eng- 
land, which have both appear- 
ed within the prefent Century, 
and are worthy of particular 
Notice. 


Emanuel Philip Paris, Mi- 

. nifter of Harzerode in the 
Empire, declares, that on the 
z2d of Now. 1709, being in 
Bed with his Coufin Wi/liam Co- 
lerus, a Student of the Civil 
Law, between two and three o” 
Clock in the Morning, fe/us 
Cbrif? appeared to him, and call- 
ing him three times by his Name, 
toid him, ‘* Be not afraid, go, 
“tell the Duke of Anhbault, I 
“have feen the unjaft Things 
** done in his Dominions ; that 
** T have been moved with the 
** Tears of the Innocent, who 
**are under Oppreflion, and 
** therefore I have refolved to 
“put an Endto his Life in a 
™ hort time. However, if he 
** prevents the violent and un- 
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* juft Actions of his Council, if 
‘he protects the Innocent, [ 
‘* fhall add fourteen Years to his 
‘“ Life. Be fure to acquaint the 
«© Duke with this News immedi- 
« ately, otherwife my Vengeance 
fhall begin with you.” On 
the 29th of the fame Month, 
and about the fame Hour, he 
appeared again to him in the 
Form of Fire, and having called 
him thrice, as at the firft Appa- 
rition, told him, Ifyou bad 
‘not warned the Duke, as I 
“‘ commanded you, all the Evils 
‘‘ | have prepared for the Sinners 
‘would have fallen upon you ; 
“but fince you have executed 
“my Orders, will be your God. 
- Saturday come fe’night, 
[hall again fpeak with you.” 
On the 7th of December, M, Pa- 
ris Was writing a Sermon between 
two and three in the Afternoon, 
when Fe/us Chrif? appeared to 
him the third time, and fpoke 
to him in the following manner. 
‘‘Tam the Beginning and the 
** End: I am He who was, who 
**is, and who fhall be. Your 
“* Sins are forgiven, and I fore- 
** tel you, that you fhall be per- 


— “ fecuted for my fake, but I thall 


“afift you; you fhall be my 
** Preacher. Be not troubled, 
“fear nothing: You fhall no 
*“ more fee me in this Shape till 
come upon a Cloud, 
M. Paris took care to threaten 
the Duke of Anbault inthe Name 
of God, whereby he brought 
himfelf into great Trouble. 
As it is ufual upon fuch Occa- 
fions, fome alle ged he was an 
Impoftor ; others a weak and 


filly Man ; others an Enthnfiaft ; 
at laft being fummoned before 
the Confiftory, he conftantly 
maintained the Truth of thefe 
Apparitions even upon his Oath, 
and protefied that he would main- 
tain it to the laft Moment of his 
Life. ‘The Author, who pub- 
lifhed this Account in ‘the Gers 
man Language (whofe Book has 
not yet been tranflated) under- 
takes to fhew, that by the Appa- 
ritions mentioned in Scripture, 
thofe of M. Paris are not im- 
poflible ; nay, he goes on to 
prove they aretrue, and alledges 
this Argument for it. Either, 
fays he, thofe Apparitions are 
true, or they proceed from an 
Enthufiaft, or from the Devil ; 
but M. Paris was never account- 
ed an Enthufiaft. He always 
lived an unblameable holy Life, 
as all the Inhabitants of his Pa- 
rifh of Harzerode affirm: He 
could not be acted by any private 
Intereft, in publifhing fuch Ap- 
paritions; on the contrary, he 
muft needs have forefeen, that 
he would be hated on that Ac- 
count by the other Minifters. 
He never contradicted himfelf in 
his Anfwers to the Queftions of 
the Confiftory. Befides he is a 
Lutheran; thofe of that Religion 
are little inclined to believe Ap- 
paritions. It cannot be faid, 
thofe Apparitions proceed from 
the Devil; for then it would 
follow, the Devil exhorted the 
Duke of Anhault to repent, and 
to eafe his People. Therefore 
(fays that Author) thofe Appa- 
ritions are true. 


The 
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The other extraordinary Vi- 
fionary, was the Daughter of one 
Efter Fon, named Eftrid, a Maid 
ot Sweden, whofe very amazing 
Account was printed in the Swee 
Language at Skara, in Wef- 
Gothland, by M. Peter Gudbhe- 
mius, the Lutheran Minifter there: 
the bifhop of which Place alfo 
fent a Relation of it, confirmed 
by himfelf, to the Bifhop of Bri- 
fiol in 1710. The ‘Truth of 
which has been ftill farther con- 
firmed by his Excellency Baron 
Steinbock, the Swedi/b Weldt- 
Marfhal who often vilited her ; 
and is the ftrangeft ana beit at- 
tefted Narration that has perhaps 
been ever publifhed. ‘his young 
Maid, from the Year 1703, 
when fhe was firft vifited, till the 
Year 17!c, when fhe full con- 
tinued the fame, had for the 
Space of fix Years lived without 
any Food, and had during that 
time ftrange and fecret Commu- 
nications from God. The fecond 
Sunday after the Epiphany 1703, 
fhe was overwhelmed with Grief 
at Church on hearing the Mi- 


nifter (M. Fohn Fohanneus) dif? 


courfe on the Crofs and Suffer- 
ings of Chrift. The next Day, 
being on the Road, fhe felt a 
Pain in all her Limbs, and f{weat- 
ed very much, tho’ the Wea- 
ther was extreamly cold, and 
had much ado to get home. Her 
Illnefs ftill increafed, by a Bleed- 
ing at her Mouth and Nofe. 
She took nothing but a little 
Milk and Whey for the fpace of 
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a Year, and fince that time, till 
1710, eat nothing at all. About 
Eafier £703, her Parents having 
refolved to go toa Conjurer with- 
out her Knowledge, the Figure of 
a Child,of four Years of Age,ap- 
peared by her Bed fide, bidding 
her not to comply with her Pa- 
rents Defign, and affuring her, 
that God would be her Phyf. 
cian and Comforter. This Ap- 
parition lafted two Hours, and 
was attended with another on 
the fame Day. In the Evening, 
fhe fawa Brightnefs, like a beaue 
tiful Morning Star *, and has 
feen it ever fince. It fhone in 
her Chamber every Day, from 
Sun-fetting to Sun-rifing. When 
fhe ufed to be much dejected, 
there appeared in that Brightnefs 
a kind of Face, which looking 
on her, gave her great Eafe 
and Comfort. That Brightnefs 
filled the whole Room with Light, 
though perceptible to none but 
herfelf. Whilit every body was in 
the Dark, the perceived the Star. 
To know the ‘Truth of it, thofe 
in the Room have took a Piece 
of Money in one Hand, and ano- 
ther in the other, which fhe 
would plainly diftinguifh, tell ex- 
actly what each was, and never 
mifled, She faw the Star at 
firft in the Cieling of the Room ; 
then it came down lower and 
lower, and appeared laft in her 
Bed. 

About Midjummer 1703, fhe 
began to fwoon away, or fall 
into Extafies eight or ten times

Chapter of Revelations. 
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in an Hour. Each Extacy lafted 
about two Minutes anda half at 
moft at a time. At waking, 
with folded Hands fhe would 
thank her Saviour, who had fav- 
ed and delivered her, and then 
repeat fome Paflages of Scrip- 
ture. She frequently prayed 
for the King. 

She faid, ‘* That whenever fhe 
fell into thefe S-woons, fhe was 
carried into a _ beautiful White 
Church, where every thing jbone 
bright and glorious; and there 
avas inexpreffible Foy, finging, 
and playing on Mufick, to the 
Praife of our Lord Jefus Chrift.” 
She added, ‘* Many Perfons ap- 
peared in that Church drefed in 
White, and their Number was 
continually encreifing; that Jbe 
knew them, but was not allowed 
to tell their Names; and that 
aubenever had a mind to do 
it, her Words were immediately 
Jnatched out of her Mouth.” As 
often as fhe came to herfelf, af- 
ter fhe had been in this Place, 
fhe had got fome Paffages out 
of the Bible, but not the fame 
every time, tho’ fhe could not 
read, nor ever knew thofe Paf- 
fayes before. 

Her Complexion was white 
and beautiful, her Countenance 
delicate. She could flir her Arms 
which way fhe pleated ; but had 
no other Ufe of her Limbs. Her 
Stomach lay compreffed to her 
Back, after fhe ufed no Food. 
Her Legs and Thighs were cor- 
tracted uuder her. She felt all 
this time no Change of Cold or 
Heat, were it ever fo great and 
vehement. 


That Maid was twenty-five 
Years of Age in Sept. 1707, 
when the Minifter of her Parifh 
delivered his Certificate, men- 
tioning this Account (he fays) 
that for the Space of three Years 
anda half (which was the time 
from her thus appearing in this 
manner till then) fhe had not 
ufed fo much Meat and Drink 
in all, as would teed a little 
Child at one time. Her Body 
and Limbs felt neverthelefs as 
well and firm, as if fhe could eat 
very heartily. Her Nails did 
not grow at all, but were as foft 
as a new-born Child. There 
was no Day, but fhe had thofe 
Swoonings above 200 times ; ap- 
pearing as if dead, but return- 
ing to herfelf again. 

At the fame time the Bifhop 
of Skara dated his Letter, giving 
the fame Account to the Lord 
Bifhop of Brifo/, which was Dee. 
9, 1710, fhe remained exattly 
in the fame Condition. His Lete 
ter has thefe Words: ‘* Your 
Lordfhip vill by this learn a fur- 
prifing Thing, whereof the Truth 
is as certain, as that lam now 
avriting this Letter. I have writ 
about it to bis Excellency the 
Field Marfhal Count Magnus 
Steinbock, who confirms it, 
ing often vifited the Maid himfelf. 
... Lt is very certain fhe fees the 
Ster. 

J am not inclined myfelf, and 
would be far from perfuading any 
one to Credulity and Superiti- 
tion ; but may not the All-wife 
Ged, ix all Ages, think it ne- 
ceffary, by fome extraordinary 
Isitances, to ix upon the Minds 
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of Mankind fome fignal Impref- 
fions of his over-ruling Power and 
the Truth of his facred Gofpel ? 


An Oppo/ition of fome very extra- 


ordinary, contradictory Paffages 
that are upon authentic Records, 


in regard to the Charaéer of 


Queen Elizabeth. 


To the Author of the BRITISH 
MaGaziIn_E. 
SIR, 


H E good Queen Elizabeth 

| has been fo celebrated by 
all our Hiftorians, for her At- 
tachment to the Principles of the 
Reformation, and her zealous 
Deteflation of Popery, that it is 
not without Wonder, I have re- 
marked two very different Ac- 
counts with relation to this Mat- 
ter in the Writings of one duthor, 
of fingular Credit and Charaéter 
among us, which are the more 
to be depended on (and therefore 
thefe Contradictions appear the 
more ftrange) as he has collected 


what he publithed from original 


Pieces and authentick Records. 
The Perfon I mean is the Jearned 
and judicious Mr. Strype, who, 
in his Life of the famous Arch- 
bifhop Parker, has thefe memo- 


rable Pafflages, not very favour- 


able to the Opinions that have 
been entertained of that illuf- 
Queen. 

It is reported, that this Prin- 


cefs was declaredly an Enemy to 


the Marriages of her Clergy. In 
1561, fhe put out an Order at 
Ipfucich, forbidding the Heads 
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or Members of any College, or 
Cathedral, to keep their Wives, 
or other Women, in thofe Places 
upon pain of forfeiting their Ec. 
clefiattical Preferments. 
her Secretary, fent this Injunétion 
to Archbifhop Parker, who was 
a married Man, and greatly ap. 
proved the Clergy’s Marriage, 
He has this Expreffion in his Let- 
ter (cited by the above-named 
Author.) ‘ Her Majefty conti- 
nueth very ilt affected to the State 
of Matrimony in the Clergy, and 
if I were not therein very fiff, 
foe would utterly and openly con- 
demn and forbid it.” He adds, 
‘* The Bifhops were very much 
** offended at the Queen’s Order, 
‘* as appears in a Letter of Cox, 
“‘ Bifhop of E/y, to the Arch- 
bifhop,’” which he has there 
at Length publifhed. About that 
time (continues be) the Archbifhop 
waited upon the Queen. That 
Princefs did very much exclaim 
againft the Marriage of the 
Clergy, and fpoke very angrily 
about it. Ina Letter the Arch- 
bifhop wrote to Cec:/ the very 
Day after, giving an Account of 
this Converfation, he fays, J 
avas in a Horror to hear fuch 
Words to cone from her mild Na- 
ture and chriftianly learned Con- 
feience, as fhe Jpake concerning 
God's holy Ordinance and Inflitu 
tion of Matrimony. And it isa 
Wonder to me, that her Highne/s 
Joould be fo incenfed by our Ad- 
verfaries, that all the World feould 
underftand her Difpleafure ogainft 
us; inlomuch, that the Queen's 
Hivhune/s exprefed to me a Repen- 
Lanes 
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tance, that we were thus appcint- 
ed in Office, wifbing it had been 
otherwtfe. 

What follows is no lefs ob- 
fervable. 

“© Anna 1559, (these are the 
* Words of Mr. Strype) the 
*€ Queen had itill in her Clofet a 
Crucifx, and lighted ‘Tapers 
“at divine Service, the Asch- 
“ bifhop (Parker) reprefented to 
“her Majetty, that fhe fhould 
longer keep thofe Objects 
‘© of Superftition and Idolatry ; 
“but tho’ Parker did thus dif- 
“charge his Duty, fhe continued 
“thefe Furnitures of her Ora- 
tory, which gave fuch Offence 
“to another of her Bifhops, that 
‘‘ he could be hardly induced to 
minilter there before her.’’ 
He adds a Paflage in Confirma- 
tion of this, which is very re- 
markable, and fhews the Strength 
of the Queen’s Inclination this 
Way, as it was what happened 
at the Diftance of 11 Years afcer 
the former Date. 

“© In 1570, ( /ays be) the Cru- 
* cifix which was removed out 
“of the Queen’s. Chapel, was 
brought.in again. The Arch- 
“ bifhop was more concerned at 


becaufe there went a falfe 


“‘ Report, that it had been done 
** by his Advice.”’ 

After thefe two laft Relations, 
it will appear fomewhat difficult 
to reconcile a Paffage of a very 
Contrary Nature, which we find 
(of the fame Author) in his An- 
nals of this memorable Queen. 

Dr. Nowel, Dean of St. Puxls, 
having gotten feveral fine Quts 
and Piétures, reprefenting the 
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Stories and Paffions of the Saints 
and Martyrs, caufed them to be 
bound up in a Common-prayer 
Book, and laid it for the Queen’s 
Ufe in the Place where fhe come 
monly fat; intending it for a 
New-Year’s-Gift to her Ma- 
Jeity, and thinking to have pleaf- 
ed her Fancy therewith.

N my Remarks on the Im- 
provements that might be 


made to render cheap and com- 


mon feveral Ingredients that are 


-ufed in the Arts of colouring and 


dying among us, I propos’d a 
Method for fixing the fading 
Tinctures yielded by a Variety 
of Vegetables, as the La&uca 
Sylvefiris, and others, which 
might be done dy producing (as I 
there obferved) .. Fermentation 


from them as might engender In- 
fects giving the Colour of their 


Original, which would hold in 
Grain I fhall be a little more 
particular in defcribing that Me- 
thod. In order to breed Infeéts 
out of Herbs, (for thofe afford 
the bet Tincture) dry them or 
ftamp them till they run no more 
Juice, and let them dry in the 
Sun or fome proportionable Heat, 
or, if dried already, infufe them 
in a Sand Heat for 24 Hours, 
then evaporate the Water till 
the Infution be as thick as a 
Syrup, but ftrain them not from 
their Faces: Put this Mafs into 
an earthen cr wooden Veflel, 


-cover’d with Straw, but rot fo 
-clofe as entirely to exclude the 


Air; place the Veffel in a Pit in 
fome fhady Place, with fome wet 
Leaves, and {uch kind of putre- 
fying Stuff about it, and over 


ghat a Board, and on that fome 


Straw or the like, and it will 
produce a Shelly Worm, and 
then a Fly of the Colour of the 
Concrete, but more heighten'd 
and lafting. !f you ufe Berries, 
ftamp and boil them, evapo- 
rating them to the Confiftence of 


a thick Juice, and do with them 


as above. As for Woods, in- 
fufe them in Water, after pulve- 
rizing, and boil out their Tinc- 
ture, and evaporate the Water 
to the Confiftence mentioned 
before. The Flies will play 
about the Veffel’s Side and the 
Surface of the Matter; thefe 
you are to take and kill in a 
warm Pan or Stove, and fo dry 
and ufe them. 
fervation or two concerning the 
Improvements that may be made 
in Glaffes. A famous Italian, 
M. Exuftachio Divini, invented 
fome time ago a curious Microf- 
cope of a new Kind ; initead of 
an Eye-eGlafs Convex, on each 
Side he fubftituted two plain 
Convex Glaffes, fo placed as to 
touch each other in the Middle 
of their Convexity. It has this 
peculiar Advantage, that it pre- 
fents the Objects flat, and not 
crooked ; and tho’ it takes in 
much, yet magnifies extraordi- 
narily. It is near 16 4 Inches 
high, adjufted at four different 
Lengths ; in the firft, which 1s 
the leaft, it fhews Lines 41 
Times bigger than they appear 
to the naked Eye; in the fe- 
cond, go Times; the third, 118 
Times ; and in the fourth, 143 
Times. It may be hence cal- 
culated how much it magnifies 
Surfaces and Soliditics. The 

Diameter 


I have an Ob- 
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Diameter of the Field, or the 
Subtufe of the vifual Angle 
meaiured on the Object Plate, is 
in the firft Length 8 Inches 7 
Lines, and in the fourth a little 
more than 16 Inches. Viewing 
fmall Grains of fearfed Sand 
thro’ this Inftrument, there was 
perceived an Animal of many 
Feet, its back white and {caly, 
lefs than any Thing hitherto ob- 
ferved ; for tho’ the Microfcope 
fhew’d every Grain of Seed as 
big as an ordinary Nut, yet this 
Animal appear’d no bigger than 
one of the Grains feen by the 
Eye. — M. Tfchirnius, who ap- 
ply’d himfelf to the Study of 
Opticks, invented alfo a Burn- 
ing-Glafs as extraordinary. ‘This 
ingenious Gentleman obtained a 
Grant of the late King 4ugu/rus 
of Poland to fet up a Laboratory 
in Saxony, for making Burning- 
Glaffes after a new Manner, of 
a very large Sphere: He made 
one of 160 Pound Weight, which 
was purchafed by the Duke of 
O,leans, whofe two Convex Sides 
were Portions of a Sphere of 12 
Feet Diameter. This Burning- 
Glafs is ftill a Riddle to the 
Learned, who are uncertain 
whether it was melted in a 
Mold, or cut out by an Engine ; 
both of which are equally difficult 
to conceive : He faid, he wrought 
it out of a Mafs of 700 1b. 
Weight. — The fame induttrious 
Perfon difeover’d the Method of 
making that elegant Porcelain, 
which is now fo very famous of 
that Country. always 
thought the Workmanfhip de- 
pended on a certain kind of 
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Earth, no where to be found but 
in China or Fapaw, till he difco- 
vered, that the Matter of which 
Porcelain confifts, is a Sort of 
Earth to be met with in all 
Places. This Art is in a fair 
Profpect of arriving at the fame 
Perfection, from feveral late Ate 
tempts of this Nature, carried 
on with us here in Exglund.— 
The Synopfis Mufei Metallici, a 
very {carce and dear Book of U- 
Aldrovendus, abridged by 
Keltner, and publifhed at Leipfc 
in 1702, among feveral Hitto- 
ries of Men, who have pretend- 
ed to make Gold, has this ob- 
fervable Paflage ; which, for its 
Oddnefs and Novelty, I have 
thought might not be improper 
to tran{cribe in this Place. ‘* There 
““are fome Animals (/ays he) 
“that love Gold. When the 
** Cock, or Sparrow-Hawk fees 
“* a Grain of Gold, they devour 
‘‘ it immediately ; they fay the 
“* fame of Ducks.”” He then re- 
lates a marvellous Secret to enrich 
us» ‘* A poor Man perceived 
‘* (adds be) in the Dung of 
‘** Drakes, as they muddled one 
** Day on the Side of a River, 
** {mall fhining Things like 
** Grains of Gold. He fuppofed 
** thefe Grains might come from 
** the Gravel which the Drakes 
fwallowed. Upon this Con- 
** jecture, he purchafed feveral 


** Drakes, which he placed along. 


** the River, and took care every 
“Night to have a Cloth fpread 
‘* on the Ground in the Place 
‘‘ where they retired to. He 
‘€ vifited them every Morning, 
** and found in his Cloth a great 
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“* Quantity of Gold; by this 
“means he enriched himfelf 
** very greatly, and became the 
“* wealthiet Man in the Pro- 
vince.” fhall conclude 
thefe f{cattered Adverfaria with 
one Remark or two more. In 
ee Brit. 
Magaz. for Mey, pag. 96.) I 
obferved our common Spiders 
drowned in a Glafs of Water, 
produced a vivid and Jprightly 
blue Colour. I have fome other 
Difcoveries to add concerning 
this Infect. M. Bon, a Member 
of the Royal Academy of Sciences 
at Montpelier, had found out a 
Secret, that thefe little Animals 
afford a Silk, fit for the fame 
Ufe, and much more pientiful 
than that of Sik Worms. ‘The 
latter he obferved lay but fifty 
Eggs ; whereas Spiders lay 400. 
One half of their Eggs is indeed 
loft, by reafon of their Small- 
nefs, and the making of their 
Silk takes up two Years; but 
fuppofing their Egos were reduc- 
ed to an hundred, they will fill 

roduce twice as much as Silk- 
Wy oeeas, and their Silk is a great 
deal finer. The Duke de Noailles 
prefented a Pair of Stockings, 
made of the fame, to the Dut- 
chefs of Burgundy. That Prin- 
cefs, and the whole Court, ad- 
mired their Finenefs, and all 
owned no Silk could be finer. 
This isa great Advantage arifing 
from an Infect, which has been 


thought hitherto very trouble- 


fome and dangerous for its Ve- 
nom. M. Boz affures us, that 
Spiders are not in the leaft vene- 
mous; he has been feveral times 


bit by them without receiving 
any Diforder. Their Webs, it 
is known, have not the leaft Ve. 
nom, but by their natural Glurex 
are fafely applied to ftaunch the 
Blood in Cuts, and {mall Wounds. 
Their Silk alfo affords feveral 
{pecific Remedies, and yields, 
when diftilled, a vatt Quantity 
of Spirit and Sal Volatil ; from 
hence were extra&ted the famous 
Drops of Montpelier, fo faccefs- 
ful for the Cure of the Apoplexy, 
Lethargy, and all foporous Af- 
fections. i neir Tatte is not nau. 
feous, nor their Smell any way 
feetid, or unpleafant. They were 
tried upon two Paraliticks, and 
one Epileptic, and were found 
efhcacious in curing thofe Dif- 
tempers; as alio the Gravel, 
Difeafes of the Lungs, the Cho- 
lick, and immediately eafe the 
moit inveterate Head-aches ; as 
they jalfo purify the Blood, 
ftrenzthen che Stomach, and help 
Digeition. ‘The Manner of or- 
dering this Infect, and producing 
their silk, which contains fome 
Things exceedingly curious, and 
not ufually known, I will re- 
ferve to communicate to the 
Publick in fome future Effay of 
this Nature. My prefent Ob- 
fervations fhall be concluded (in 
my ufual Strain) with a Remark 
of M. de Ba/frville, f{ometime 
Prefident of that learned Acade- 
my on the Subje&t of M. Bon’s 
Difcourfe. ** We have here (fays 
he) a Difcovery, that fhows us 
the Ufefulne/s of an Infed, which 
Seems to have been made only for 
the Inconvenience of Mankind. 
Nature is infinitely rich 5 but our 
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An Effay on the Eloguence-of 


own Ignorance, or Lazinefs, bin- 
ders us from having a full Enjoy- 
ment of ber Treafures.”

Monf. Roélix ; I could conceive 
they were capable of being ex- 
celled: It is with a View to en- 
gage others to a Perufal of the 
facred Writings, and to induce 
fome abler Attempts, that I fend 
youa few fcattered Thoughts, 
which neither my Abilities, nor 
Leifure will allow me to treat of 
in the manner they deferve. 
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the Sacred Writings, compared 
with fone of the fublime? Paf- 


Joges in the Heathen Poetry.— 


Of the Stile of the Bible, in 
the narrative Part, I fhall only 
fay, there 1: that Simplicity, 
Brevity, Clearnefs, and Energy 
thro’ the whole, as are by the 
molt judicious Critics, allowed 
to be the true Characterifiicks of 
a well-wrote Hillory ; but this 
may be rather felt than defcrib’d. 

To illaftrate the beautiful Fi- 
sures, and majeftic Eloquence of 
the defcriptive Part, I fhall fe- 
le&t fome Paffiges from Scrip- 
ture, and compare them with pae 
‘allel Paffaces taken from Vérgé/, 
as the Prince of Latin Poets 5 
wherein I fhall ufe the greateft 
Impartiality, and then leave it 
to every one, who has the leait 
Tafte of Beauties in Writing, 
to determine which is fuperior. 

And as the Deity is the moft 
exalted Subject, Eloquence can 
exert itfelf upon, and moft pro- 
per to infpire a Writer with fub- 
lime ard magnificent Ideas; I 
fhillconfider the manner in which 
they differently deferibe this Bee 
ing. Inthe firit Book of Virgil, 
Line 223, upiter is thus de- 
{cribed :

Fu- 
piter ftanding upon the very 
Summit of the Heavens, to look 
down on the Earth _ beneath, 
terrafque jacentes feems to imply 
a Neceflity of his fo doing, in 
order to enlarge his Profpect, 
and his turning and fixing his 
Eyes upon a particular Spot of 
Land. Libye defixit lumina res- 
nis, 18a Thought too narrow to 
be conceived of the Deity, in 


whofe Sight the whole Univerfe, 


and each individual Part 1s a/- 
avays and alike prefent. But 
the Poet ftill reduces him lower, 


by defcribing him anxious and 


perplexed about the Affairs of the 
World.

How low a Thought of the 


‘Deity ; and how does it debafe 


our Ideas of him to find him 
thus defcribed? For tho’ we 
ought to fuppofe the Deity to 


have a Regard to the Affairs of 


the Creation, yet it is inconfi- 


~ftent to make him uneafy, or 


perplexed about them, fince he 
needs only will it,in order to bring 
to pafs whatfoever he pleafes. 

With how mnch more Magni- 
ficence, Grandeur, and Piopriety 
does Jfeizh defcribe him, after 
having firtt humbly acknowledg’d 
the Impoflibility of doing this in 
a proper manner.

habitants thereof are as Graft.

Behold the Nations are as a 
Drop of the Bucket, and are 
counted as the fmall Duft of the 
Ballance ; behold he taketh up 
the Ifles as a very little thing. 

All Nations are before him as 
nothing, and they are counted 
to him lefs than nothing and 
Vanity. 

He bringeth the Princes to 
nothing, he maketh the Judges 
of the Earth as Vanity, he fhall 
blow upon them, and they fhall 
wither, and his Whirlwind fhall 
take them away as Stubble. 

The Everlatting God, the 
Lord, the Creator of the Ends 
of the Earth fainteth not, neither 
is weary, there is no fearching 
of his Underftanding. 

He giveth Power to the Faint, 
and to them that have no Might 
encreafeth Strength 

Who can read this withont 
being traniported with the Gran- 
deur and Magnificence of the 
Deity, and at the fame time 
proftrating himfelf with the hum- 
bleit Senfe of his own Nothing- 
nefs? How grand is every Ex- 
preflion ? and how emphatical 
every Word? Each Line is a 
Beauty ; how fublimely is the 
Omniprefence of God reprefented 
by that Expreffion? He /itteth 
upon the Circle of the Earth. The 
Deity of J/aiah does not take up 
one particular Part only, but the 
whole Circle and Circumference 
of the Univerfe. 

The 
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The Prophet having thus ma- 
jeftically defcribed the Immen- 
fity and Majefty of God, feems 
ftruck and abafhed with the Lit- 
tlenefs of the whole Creation, in 
tefpect to the Deity, and ata 
lcfs to exprefs the Difparity. 

The Inhabitants of the Earth, 
what are they in his Sight? no 
more than Gra/fs-hoppers, the 
moft infignificant Infects; nay, 
they are even lefs,—no more 
than ‘he Drop of a Bucket, or 
the fnall Du of the Balance. 
But tle Prophet does not ftop 
here ; or his Ideas are fo rais’d 
with th: exalted Grandeur and 
Magnifionce of the Deity, that 
he cannotimagine any Thing elfe 
exit.

He would ftil go on, but wants 
Words to expe(is his Thoughts, 
and therefore : oblig’d to con- 
clude with an E:preffion beyond 
the Bounds of «anguage, and 
they are countec to him lefs 
than Noruinc. 

Is it poffible for sy Thing to 
be more fublime? But this 
Nothingnefs of the Cation does 
not prevent the Deityfrom re- 
carding and directing te Affiirs 
of ic; for this Almight Being, 
whom J/aiah feems at a yofs to 
find a proper Name foi and 
therefore in the fame Lingjes 
him the Ewerlafting God, +he 
Lord, the Creator of the Ena, 
the Earth, fainteth not, neith, 
is weary, there is no fearchi 


of his Underftanding. 
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He giveth Power to the Faint, 
and to them that have no Might 
increafeth Strength. | 

He bringeth the Princes and 
High Ones of the Earth to 
Nothing. 

But how does L/aiah defcribe 
his doing this? not with Per- 
plexity and Trouble ; j2@antem 
peftore curas; for, He only 
bloweth on them, and they 
wither, and his Whirlwind fcat- 
tereth them away as Stubble. 

The Prophet is fo far from 
fuppofing it neceffary for God to 
exert himfelf in order to bring 
down theMizhty One of theEarth, 
that he even feems to think it 
unneceffary for him to fpeak the 
Word, or give the Order; for 
the Breath of his Noftrils alone is 
fufficient to blaft them, and fcat- 
ter them as the Stubble before 
the Wind. 

Tn the fifth Book of the zeid, 
Line 687, in the utmoft 
Dittrefs at the Sight of the Fleet 
fet on Fire by the Trojan Ma- 
trons, invokes and obtains the 
miraculous Afliitance of the 
Deity, as all human Help could 
avail nothing; which Paffage I 
have felected, in order to com- 
pare it with a Parallel one in the 
Life of King Dawid, when his 
Danger was fo imminent, that 
it was neceffiry for the Deity to 
deliver him by an extraordinary 
Interpofition of his Power. By 
the Defcription of 
thefe two parallel Cafes, we 
fhall quickly difcern which of the

Pfalm David thus deferibes his 
imminent Danger, and the mira- 
culous Interpoition of the Deity 
in his Favour.

ungodly Men made me afraid. 

The Sorrows of Death com- 
paffed me about, and the Snares 
of Death prevented me. 

In my Dittrefs I called upon the 
Lord, and cried unto my God: 
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He heard my Voice out of his 

Temple, and my cry came be- 

fore him, even into his Kars. 
Then the Earth fhook, and 


‘trembled ; the Foundations alfo 


of the Hills moved, and were 
fhaken becaufe he was wroth. 

There went up a Smoke out 
of his Noftrils, and Fire out of 
his Mouth devoured, Coals vere 
Izindled by it. 

Hie bowed the Heavens alfo, 
and came down; and DaknefS 
was under his Feet. 

He rode upon a Cheruk and 
did fly, he came flying on the 
Wings of the Wind, 

He made Darknefs hs fecret 
Place, his Pavillion romd about 
him were dark Waers, and 
tuick Clouds of the Shes. 

At the Brightnef that was 
before him, his tick Clouds 
paffed, Hail-ftones and Coals of 
Fire. 

The Lord alfe thundered in 
the Heavens, ad the Highett 
give his Voice Hail-ftones aad 
Coals of Fire.

There j fomething very ma- 
jeftic in 2evid’s deicribing the 
Heavenas the Temple of Gad, 
and th; is Cry came even into 
his Es: But what follows: 

«he Earth, foook and trem- 
bled the Voundations clfo of the 
Hy] and were foaken,”’ 

nt wherefore did the Marth 
tenble ? and why were the 
ry Foundations of the Hills 

moved ; 
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moved ? Becayfe be was wrath: 
David does not mention any ime 
mediate Caute for thefe Convul- 
fions of Nature, but the God of 
Nature was avrct>, which he 
fublimely imagines fuffcient to 
make the whole Creation fhrink 
back, and fhudder with Horror, 
left it fhould feel the Effects of it, 
and be redue’d again to Nothing. 

How tublime, how imajeftic, 
how terrible is the De:cription ! 
who can read it without trem- 
bling like the Mountains, and 
fhuddering with Awe and Re- 
verence. 

But it is chiefly the Defcrip- 
tion of the lempeit fhall con- 
fider, as that is more parallel to 
the Paffage in Virga/. 

He bowed the Heavens alfa and 
came dawn, and Darknefs was 
under his Feet. 

How majetlically is the bend- 
ing down of the Skies, which 
commonly precedes a violent 
Tempeit, deicrib’d by He bowed 
the Heavens? As the Earth thook 
-and trembled, fo the Heavens 
themfelves bend beneath the 
Weight of the approaching 
Deity. 

How finely is the tumultuous 
Shifting of the Clouds from one 
part of the Heavens to another, in 
aStorm, exprels’d? He rade upon 
a Cherub, and did fly, he came flying 
thon the Wings of the Winds. It is 
the rapid Courfe of the Deity 
riding fublimely on his singed 
Cherubs, that cauleth all this 
Tumult in the Clouds. 
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For my own Part, fince I have 
confider’d this Paflage, 1 always 
behold a furicus Tempeft with a 
pleafing tho’ dreadful Awe; I 
confider the bending down of the 
tfeavens, the raging of the 
Winds, and tumultuous Shifting 
of che Clouds, as the Approach 
of the Deity to fhake a guilty 
World with Terror; and Jf 
imagine my Eye would difcemn 
him, bore majeftically on the 
Wings of the Winds, but that as 
David defcribes him, 

He maketh Darkne/s his feeret 
Place, his Pavilion round about 
him are dark Waters, and thick 
Clouds of the Skies. 

The whole Creation would be 
diffolv’d, and the iiills mele 
like Wax, unlefs the Deity was 
to hide his effulgent Glory by a 
covering of dark Waters, and 
thick Clouds of the Skies. 

For, notwithftanding this thick 
Veil, the Brightnefs of his Glory 
breaks thro’ and fpreads Terror 
and Deftruétion around. 

At the Brightaefs that was be- 
fore him, his thick Clouds paffed, 
Hail-ftones and Coals of Fire. 

I think I have been fo far 
from enlarging the Beauties of 
this Paffage, that I have left the 
greatelt Part of them untouch’d. 
‘The whole Defcription is fo 
wonderfully grand, and majeftic, 
that it can be better fe/t than 
defcriv'd; and I think no one 
can be infenfible of it, ¢hat 
Way, that has any Ear at all; 
for I really believe the moft illi- 
terate 
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terate Man (provided he be one 
of common Senfe) would be 
ftruck at hearing it 
read, (tho’ perhaps he would not 
know what to make of fucha 
Senfation of mind! which perhaps 
is more than can be faid of the 
moft beautifnl Paflage either in 
Homer or Virgil. lt we add to 
this the great Difadvantage the 
Scriptures lie under in not being 
read in the Language they were 
wrote in, which is vaftly more 
different in its Idioms from the 
Enelifh, or any other Language 
now in Ufe, th:n either the 
Latin or Greek, we need not 
hefitate a Moment to which to 
give the Palm of Eloquence. 

I propo:’d to give many more 
Inftances of the fuperior Elo- 
quence of the facred Writings, 
even cn common Subjects, but 
find it would fwell out this to 
too great a Length, therefore 
fhall make it the Subjc& of ano- 
ther Letter, if this meets with 
your’s and the Publick’s Ap- 
probation.
